Claims 

1. A producing method of a cyclized rubber, wherein at least 
one of the polymer of the following polymer (A) and (B) is 
comprised simultaneously at the time of cyclizing a conjugated 
diolefin polymer or a copolymer having conjugated diolefin of 
30 mol % or more as a polymer unit having a number average 
molecular weight of 500 to less than 50,000, using an acidic 
catalyst in an organic solvent: 

(A) a conjugated diolefin polymer or a copolymer which has a 
number average molecular weight of 50,000 or more and which is 
different from said conjugated diolefin polymer or said 
copolymer; and 

(B) a polymer having a number average molecular weight of 10, 000 
or more which either contain or not contain conjugated diolefin 
of 30 mol % or more as a polymer unit.

... Alternately, it [the conjugated diolefin polymer or copolymer 
(added by the translator)] may- be a substance chemically, 
modified to. some extent, such as a graft body of a vinyl monomer, 
a hydrogen-added body or a halogen-added body. The number 
average molecular weight thereof is 500 to 50,000 and it is 
normally in a liquid or semisolid state. A cyclized product 
of a polymer having a number average molecular weight of less 
than 500 is less likely to be a solid and flexibility of the 
product material generated therefrom is decreased. When a 
number average molecular weight is made 50,000 or more, 
gelatif ication is easily caused during its reaction so that 
polymer density in the reaction solution needs to be lowered 
and it is not preferable also from the view point of 
process ability.
